A huge, 
domed extension was com pleted 
in 1906 But it wasn’t big enough 
for the growing congregations

Original 
is

tucked beside the Byzantine 
shoulders of the Extension, and 
is still cherished by church

pioneering effort it represents. 
The new entryway has broad

The colum ns were turned and 
carved from Indiana limestone. 
On top a re six-ton Corinthian 
capitals, handcarved to m atch 
the intricate detail of the older 
p arts of th e building. T he 
capitals are the largest the 
limestone contractor can ever 
rem em ber carving. They are 
five feet high and nine feet 
across diagonally at the top and 
four feet in diameter at the 
bottom. 
Cut from thirty-ton blocks of 
stone and carved by the last 
known carving team in Indiana, 
the capitals took more than a 
year to finish. Each averaged 
from 500 to 700 man-hours of 
carving tim e. 
The Rose Window 
A sunburst rose window, set in 
a circular parapet beneath a 
gabled roof, has twelve petals 
and is ten feet in diam eter. Its 
stained glass will be illuminated 
from the inside. 
No cerem onies marked the 
May opening of the portico and 
the form al completion of the 
Center.

There sa m e sentim ents are 
reneatedlv exp re ssed by many 
of the student ga rd e n e rs here at 


Indiana 
University, 
who are 
discovering for the first time the 
economic and therapeutic value 
of raising one’s own vegetables. 
The M arried Student Council 
at LU . initiated a garden plot 
re n ta l 
p r o g r a m 
in 
1968 in 
response to the rising interest in 
p la n t s and g a r d e n s

a d u lts .

secured the use of University 
land just east of the ca m p u s and 
hired a local fa rm e r to plow 
enough area for approxim ately 
200 18-foot-square plots.

rak e, and a seed cooperative, 
where those se ed s known to 
h ave high yields in dense g a r ­ 
dens are m ade a v ailab le at the 
m inim um cost.

At a meeting of the Military Armistice Commission in 
Panmunjom, 
the

everywhere in the world. Now you would be brought to 
shame again if you chose to support the South Korean 
government and rem ain in the South.” 


He also said North Korea had no intention of invading 
South Korea. What is intended, then? The plan could be to 
bring about some incident on the basis of which North 
Korea could claim to be invaded. 


How should such an eventuality be discouraged? Surely 
not bv offering to engage troops in another no-win war. 


The Korean War was brought to an arm istice in 1953 by 
one simple step. Newly elected President Eisenhower 
passed the word that if the shooting did not stop the U.S. 
would use what force was necessary to stop it. He clearly 
meant bombing, not land fighting.

U n r e g u la te d 
r e g u la to r y 
agencies continue to propagate 
in state and federal government 
with reckless abandon. 
Nearly unlimited in power, 
governm ent 
agencies 
not 
representing the people, have 
legislative power to issue rules 
with the force of law, hold 
hearings, appeals and make 
decisions circumventing courts, 
and administer in executive 
capacities. 
Most 
of 
the 
delegated powers have little 
supervision, and few appeals. 
Back 
in 
1887, 
Congress 
created the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission, first in a 
long line of similar agencies. As 
in Genesis, they beheld their 
creation, and deemed it very 
good, and continued with the 
handiwork. All facets of life 
were soon covered with such as 
the Civil A eronautics Com ­ 
mission, the Food and Drug 
Administration, and the newer 
e n v ir o n m e n ta l 
P ro te c tio n 
Agency. The “ love a f f a ir ” 
continues as Congress looks 
longingly 
at 
a 
Consumer 
Protection Agency to protect us 
from ourselves. 
At first, courts looked askance 
at such independent agencies as 
an unconstitutional delegation 
of 
powers 
and 
authority. 
Retaining the seldom used 
power to oversee operations, 
Congress 
m et 
the 
legal 
challenges 
and 
continued 
creating. Rules and regulations 
with the full force and effect of 
law proliferated, and “ a d ­ 
m inistrativ e law ” practice 
became more important than 
court actions. 
It is not unusual to find more 
than one agency with 
over 
lapping authority taking con­ 
flicting approaches to the same 
problem. 
Criticizing 
Federal govern­ 
ment 
for 
the 
practice, 
the 
General Assembly has not been 
immune to the creative spirit. 
The last session gave us several 
new agencies. We will have a

Council; a Commodity Dealers 
agency, complete with licensing 
and regulatory authority; in­

A new 
office of judicial administration 
Mass Arrests Precede 
Ford’s Visit To Spain

LISBON (UPI) — The mass 
arrest of militant Maoists has 
disrupted plans for an anti- 
American 
demonstration 
in 
Lisbon during President Ford’s 
visit to Spain. 
Maoists 
said 
their 
entire 
propaganda 
committee 
was 
picked up in pre dawn raids 
Thursday by police firing shots 
into the air. 
Leaflets calling for a protest 
against 
the 
North 
Atlantic 
T reaty O rganization and the 
U.S. presence in Portugal were 
confiscated. 
Maoists confirmed they had 
planned the protest to coincide 
with Ford’s arrival in Spain 
Saturday. They said the raids 
and a rre s ts had thrown the 
plans into disarray. 
The government said troops 
raided the headquarters of the 
Reorganizing Movement of the 
Proletariat party and arrested 
many Maoist supporters be­ 
cause they represented a threat 
to state security. 
The 
government 
did 
not 
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mention the planned rally. But 
the Maoists said this was the 
obvious 
reason 
behind 
the 
move. 
They said almost 500 of their 
supporters, including several 
key leaders, were detained and 
would be moved to a penal 
colony being set up on an 
offshore island. 
Sources within the movement, 
however, predicted they would 
be held only until a squadron 
on NATO ships in Lisbon leaves 
the port next Tuesday. 
The arrival of the 
NATO 
ships Wednesday provoked a 
demonstration by several thou 
sand Trotskyites. The Maoists 
said their protest would have 
been larger, more vigorous and 
also aimed against the United 
States. 
A Western diplomat said the 
raids could be viewed as a sign 
that the Portuguese might want 
to strengthen their frayed ties 
with the Western alliance. But 
he said the assessment could be 
premature. 
“This government has a spli*

personality,” he said. “Things 
looked worse yesterday, they

Miss Hohlweg, 39, told the 
Chronicle she felt the royal 
family should contribute to a 
better education for Aria, a 
public school student. 
“ I would like to m ake a lady 
out of her,” she said. “ I would 
like to give her a small part of 
the upbringing I had.” 
She is the daughter of a civil 
engineer who traveled through­ 
out the world who said she 
m arried Atabay in 
1959 and 
separated in 1960. 


The force was a part of an 
arm y raised by General George 
Rogers Clark for an expedition 
against 
the 
British 
fort 
at 
D etroit. For reasons unex­ 
plained, Clark decided to launch 
this attack from Corn Island 
near Louisville, the same place 
from which his soldiers had set 
out to cap tu re 
K askaskia, 
Cahokia and Vincennes. 
Clark had found recruiting of 
men and collecting of supplies of 
this venture to be even more 
difficult than for his first ex­ 
pedition. Both were desperately 
needed in the east by General 
Washington and men did not see 
the urgent need for troops on the 
frontier. When Clark did find 
men, they were usually without 
arms. He finally obtained a 
supply of firearms and powder 
at Philadelphia, but then was 
delayed for weeks trying to find 
wagons to transport it west­ 
ward. When he found cloth to 
manufacture uniforms, he had 
no money with which to pur­ 
chase it. The beef he bought to 
feed his men spoiled before the 
expedition could move. So it 
went. 
In spite of these and other 
discouraging 
circumstances, 
Clark proceeded with his plans. 
Having managed to assembly 
400 men at Wheeling, 
West 
Virginia, (then Virginia), he 
waited several days for Colonel 
Lochry to join him. The men 
began 
to grumble and talk 
desertion, so Clark felt he could 
delay departure no longer. He 
set out without Lochry but left 
supplies and boats for him to use 
when and if he arrived. 
Clark departed on August 3 
and Lochrey arrived on August 
8. He immediately set out after 
Clark. Though Clark again 
waited at the mouth of the 
Kanawah River, the men began 
to actually desert and he was 
forced to move further from 
civilization to stop this. 
Lochery was inexperienced in 
river travel and as the river was 
shallow at that time of year, he 
found the going difficult. The 
boats dragged bottom and were 
dam ag ed . M iscalculation of 
travel time made supplies run 
short. When they ran low on 
food, Lochery sent a message to 
Clark 
telling 
of 
his 
plight. 
Captain Shannon and hisforce of 
seven men, who were carrying 
this dispatch, were captured by 
the 
Indians. 
This 
particular 
band was under the leadership 
of Captain Brant, an Indian 
chieftain 
who 
had 
been 
educated 
in England. 
Brant 
realized the importance of the 
dispatch and trailed Lochery 
waiting for an opportunity to 
attack. 


'S p iritu a l p a th w a y s

A few weeks ago I discussed 
the doctrine of the Holy Spirit 
with Dr. Billy Graham. I asked 
the world famous preacher if he 
had “foreseen the revival of

prediction by Karl Barth back in 
1961,” he said. The two men had 
vacationed in Switzerland and 
the evangelist asked the Swiss 
theologian what he thought the 
major emphasis 
in theology 
would be in the future. 
“The Holy Spirit!” replied 
Karl 
Barth, 
without 
any 
hesitation. 
While Karl Barth did not live 
to see his prophecy come true, 
Mr. Graham pointed out to me 
that he could not himself have 
dreamed of such an emphasis as 
we have been seeing 
and 
hearing on the Holy Spirit all 
over the world. 
And yet, as the evangelist 
pointed out, this rediscovery of 
the 
Holy 
Spirit 
would 
be 
necessary if the Church were to 
have revival in the last days. 
For the Holy Spirit is the Spirit 
of conviction. He is the Spirit of 
life. He is the Spirit of renewal. 
Without a Scriptural study of 
His Person and work we could 
not expect to experience a great 
awakening. 
There is no question about 
God being at work in our world. 
He is moving among all cultures 
and tribes and continents. It is 
very likely that this is the period 
of “ the latter rain” and that we 
are moving toward the final 
harvest before 
the Second 
Coming of our Lord and Savior. 


Let each of us respond to the 
Holy Spirit in order that the 
work of God might be fulfilled in 
us. 


On August 24th the weakened 
soldiers killed a buffalo and 
prepared to feast one last time 
before attempting to reach Corn 
Island and Clark.

these w as Colonel 
Lochry. 
Shortly after their surrender, 
the Colonel was tomahawked by 
a brave as he sat on a log talking 
to the other prisoners. An ac­ 
count written by one of the 
captives says that the famous 
re n e g a d e Simon G irty and 
several other white m en were 
with the party am ong them 
nineteen deserters from Clark's 
o rig in al 
party. 
G irty 
was 
supposedly so enraged at the 
killing of his former 
friend 
Lochery that he killed the brave 
on the spot. 
A 
B ritish 
S e rg e a n t 
and 
eighteen Indians escorted the 
remaining prisoners north to 
Detroit while the rest of the 
Indians under Brant went after 
Clark. However Brant gave up 
the idea of attacking Clark when 
he found his force had con­ 
structed Fort Nelson on the 
Kentucky side of 
the 
river 
where Louisville now stands 
They 
did 
continue 
their 
harrowing attacks on the set­ 
tlers until hostilities ceased with 
the signing of provisional ar­ 
ticles of peace with the British 
in November of 1783. Although 
the final ratification of that 
treaty did not take hlace until 
the following April, the North­ 
western phase of the Revolution 
was over. 
T oday this sluggish little 
stream , which runs just outside 
the town of Aurora, is marked 
with a sign reading Laughery 
C reek-a m isspelling of the 
C olonel’s name. W here the 
bridge on State Road 56 crosses 
it the 
DAR has 
erected a 
m arker. A later m arker was- 
placed 
by the Sons 
of

Revolution, 
but 
outside of Indiana, few people 
have ever heard of this tragic 
place.
